The Second Volume of the Memoirs of William Hickey b now to hand, 
and fully justifies the expectations expressed in my last " Leaves." The 
confessions ol vice and dissipation in alas * a-; prolific as ever, and are not 
a wit the more pardonable totalise Hickey, like so many of his race, had 
" a way wftb him,"* and his female relations thought rhar Hickey was more 
" vastly agreeable” wlim drunk than w!ir:i sober. The Bengal Obituary 
preserves an inscription on the grave of the " darling girl “ of the Memoirs. 

T o the Memory of 
Mrs Chariott?. Htcxcv, 

Wife or Wm. Hickey, Esq., 

Whu died the csrh December 1783, 

Aged Si yea«, l o months and 10 days, 
leaving a truly disconsolate husband, 
bitterly and Incessantly lu deplore the loss of her. 

There are those tor whom “ill* have 00 weight and tears no bitterness ” 
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The form which bitter sorrow takes with lUckev is to record iu his Mtm&trs 
that (hr beloved one had been (he mistress «if hi* friend Lhe mail Captain 
Mordauu!, and that the poor girl. fearing Hickey s remorse, should he grow 
weary or disappointed, had declined his oiler of lawful marriage. Hickey was 
a hero in an age when the idea of honour was satisfied by a capital 
H or onr or two duels. Honour oh Hickey’s case was not associated 
with paying one's own debts, but in the most foolish way rendering oneself 
responsible for the bad debts of unworthy friends. The present writer ba» 
come across *n instance of Hickey’s sharp and decisive way of repudiating 
a redly binding obligation—but there Ls nothing in the Atemdirs on this 
head. Weill l will not say anything more on the subject of the Almost total 
absence of conscience from the Memoirs, Hickey may be trusted to act as 
ht» own hangman. Let us pome to what he has to tell us abbot old Calcutta, 


1 do noi think that Hickey s remarks oi< the Narnia Kumar case ate of 
much original value. He arrived in Calcutta on November ist 1777: the 
Narnia Kumar Trial took place from the eighth tu tin; sixleeultu of June 
177j. Hickey states that Chambers declared the verdict to lie wrong, but 
from his natural frivolity and want of firmness he allowed the influence 
the Chief Justice bad over him to operate so for as to subscribe his name to 
the death warrant as with tbhic of the other Judge* 1 This statement serves 
to show that the writer had not a very accurate knowledge of what took place? 
at the Narnia Kumar Trial Chambers' objection was not |o the verdict, but to 
tin; indictment, as he was in doubt whether thr Act (a (ieo. it) making forgery 
a capital felony was in force In Bengal It would appear that after stating 
the objection to the indictment, be gave way to the opinion given by his 
brethren on beach. The idea that Chambers did not concur in the verdict was 
naturally enough from hi* objection to the indictment Natural frivolity cannot 
bp happy description of Chambers; but “ want of firmness tf suits very well 
the man whom J. A. Hkky fitt of! as " Sit Vtner Pliant,” Hickey tells us 
that The several of the gentlemen who had served on the Jury " would have 
sooner starved than consented to. had they entertained the most distant Idea 
of the execution following such a verdict” This may welt lie believed, 
but the Assertion is more (littering to their heart* ihun to their intellects. 
Hiukev as a lawyer ought to have known that any reluctance no the part of a 
Jury, on grounds of pity to bring in a verdict of guilt) lends to confirm the 
belief that the act for which the accused was condemned was proved by 
the evidence.

The most important public event with which Hickey was connected was 
the famous Tpuchct petition against the Supreme Court. On this subject I 
must remain silent, for Messrs. Cambray & Co., in a most laudable spirit of 
public real, arc about to publish a reprint of the Report of the Committee of 
Parliament on the Touches petition, and E have somewhat rashly pledged 
iv. vs Hi to furnish an introduction. In this place l need only say that J 
believe the Touchtt with whom the petition is associated was a young 
barrister in England, and both Bus teed and Sir J. F Stephen were in error 
when they connected the petition with Samuel Touches the juror in the 
Nan da Kumar case. The name connected with the petition is Julm. not 
Samuel Tonchet. 


Hickey's friend Bobb Poll was, l surmise, Robert Pertival Pott- We 
are told of Pott's endeavours to bring out to India with him hh mistress 
Emily Warren. Hickey tells us that Sir Joshua Reynolds, who had " painted 
Emily's portrait many times and in diffeient characters," declared "every 
timil ol hers perfect in symmetry, and altogether he bad never seen so 
iaultess and finely formed human figure." Probably Pott i infatuation did 
not iong survive his parting ivitli Emily Warren in rjSo. In rjS8 he married 
at Bcthanipur Miss.

In giving judgment So the Martin case In 1836, Mr* Justice Malkin said 1 
" There might, indeed, in that esse, be 1 speculative and principal question 
between the rights of the King of England and of the Mogul sovereign ; but 
that is not a question which could ever be entertained by a Coon under the 
King's Charter, or the functionaries acting under a Government created by 
the authority of Parliament." The Chief Justice, Sir £, Ryan, in his 
judgment, made use of some words which any student of the conflict between 
the Supreme Court and the Council in Hastings, 1 day will admit to be 
remarkable 
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“From the period of the "ran! in 1765 of the Dewanny of Bengal, 
Be bar and Orissa, including the administration of the public 
revenue and! cjvil justice, with the whole of the powers 
exercised by the Mogul constitution, it may be said that these 
provinces became the territories of the King of England* on 
tie principles laid down by Lord Tcnderdea in Do* on ike 
Claim* *f Thomas v. Aeklam< that a rBlintjui^finienl by a 
Government of the territory is a relifujaiahment of authority 
over the inhabitants 0! that territory. From this period. as 
has been accurately stated by the late Mr. Harrington {tff}, 
.i roost distinguished civil servant, and i.t the time the Chief 
Judge of the SuUdef pews tiny, the dviJ and military power of 
the country with the resource* for maintaining it Were 
transferrrd to the East India. Company, ±nd through I heir 
means to the British Simp ire. It true, shut it was not till 
177a that thr Company themselves stood forth as Dewan : 
bin in that year, in eon sentience of orders from the Court of 
Directors, the office of Nath Dewan was abolished, and the 
internal government of the province* was committed to 
British Agency In 1 773 the British Parliament, after a lony 
and laborious investigation into the whole state and condition 
of these provinces passed in -i.t by which they regulated and 
provided for the whole civil and military government of this 
presidency, and empowered the King to grant a charter for the 
eatabllshToirnt ol a court here, hating, as to British subjects, 
jurisdiction throughout il(fest* provinces The- King, hy the 
Charter grunted in the following year, created the Judges of 
this Court, justices and conservator* of the peace throughout 
Bengal, Behar and Orissa. The writs issued by the court were 
to be in the long's name, and the Sheriff was empowered to 
execute these writs throughout the Provinces. Whatever may 
be said of the time anterior to this as to the empyrean 
sovereignty of the Mogul, brought down, ju Sir Walter Scott 
observed In 1800. from the clouds, as it were fni purposes of 
policy, and which hardly existed otherwise than ns a phantom, 
t am of opinion, that from this period at least, the territorial 
acquisitions of the Company in India, though permitted to 
remain in the possession, and under tbe Government of the 
United Company, were part and parcel oi the dominions. of 
the King of England M 
On this basis, the Chief Justice, aaid : — 
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11 It will be exceedingly difficult to find any satisfactory reason for 
saying that after that period an alien could acquire a 
permanent property in land in the mcfujsil on the gerterftJ 
principle stated liy Btarksiom*, Lhat if ha could he must 
owe allegiance equally permanent will: that property to the 
King of England, which would be inconsistent with that due 
to his own lisg>? lord. I cannot sev any solid grounds upon 
which in this state of things it cun be said that the laws of 
alienage extends to Calcutta and nut to the provinces/’ 

Having cited the opinion oj Sir Fletcher Norton, she Chief Justice 
said, ‘In all cases of conquest the previous aiiehs btteamt: subjects of 
the Crown, and of course -ire virtually naturalized by the act and operation of 
law. Upon this view of list subject, it dees seem to me dearly established 
that aliens cannot hold lands in she rnofueall,"

1 have received your letters of Lbe 6tfi January, 14O1 February. 23rd and 
25th March (as!. What you direct and may he necessary in your affairs here 
you may depend on being properly attended to. Beaumont's accounts with 
me which you desire may he reversed has been complied with and returned 
to you* 1 thank you for your assurances of attention to such affairs of mine 
as come undet your management I wiU not burden you much while I take 
the freedom to which our long friendship encourages me, for I shall not turf 
any Intricate concerns to occupy your time—the only one from which you 
can possibly be troubled is my claim mt Captain G. Thompson and that J am 
in hopes n ill not subject you to any great difficulty in the adjustment as 
you have full authority to settle it fo the way you shall judge best. 

Long before I his reaches you the question will be determined w hether 
11. is or is not to continue In the Government as well as myself tu the Council. 
Should it be decided against us the triumph of the faction by which we 
have been treated with so much disingenuity and want of candour will pain 
me more than the bare loss of my station, which you must know circums¬ 
cribed as it ie to lie rather honorary than profitable. The demist: of Colonel 
Mon son (intelligence of w hich went by the Syriti after her dispatches were 
dosed) has given some Intermission to the strange scene that hits so long 
prevailed and enabled Mr. H. and myself to clear off a great part of the load 
of business that was before the Board.

Imagine not on 3 superficial review this h-yond all hounds, and what 
can never be made good from hence—look only into your allairs, and you 
will find from October 1 774 to February 1777 two years three months. The 
Bond debt. Restitution, &c„ debt, amounting ar the least to one croft 
and half of rupees, have been extinguished — Bombay doubly supplied — 
80 annually sent home — and after ail a battance at this instant in band 
ol two cm re twenty three lacs of rupees. 1 wifi now only ask ii these facts 
art establiihed beyond a possibility of cavil — if liiey are, the ability of this 
Government to supply 90 lacs in addition to when wis supplied the last year 
cannot be doubted, and alter laying by 70 lacs tot exigencies, still have it 
jn its power to lower the rants of lands, and the burthen-; of th<* pt-.-iple, 
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in the degree* that may be necessary to the prosjrtfity of the country. I 
desire you and the world to give me no more credit for these assertions, 
than may he dear and evident to your own teases, on an inspection of the 
authentic accounts and records of the India house, and I will engage myself 
to answer in the full of what 1 affirm any future dav if I should be called 
into a station that may render it incumbent on me. 

You may recollect my being singular in the opinion I gave on the 
military i'jitabHalimeni proposed for the Nabob Asuph.ul.Dowli, trie, , —that 
the troops and officers should be ours, but in the pay of the Nabob, and that 
any other system was fraught with variety of evils, The justness of this 
opinion i- too welt verified by the subsequent scenes of tumult, confusion and 
rapacity. The introduction of the General's plan as might be foreseen raised 
a general spirit of discontent and mutiny. How could it lie expected that 
men, who had been accustomed to command the Nabob's forces, would 
readily acquiesr to a deprivation 0 f their command?, and continue with their 
troops without forming some schetn* and engaging in some intrigues to 
recover those commands ? Not a little blood lias been spilt to suppress thk 
spirit. Yet all was to no effect, till th »■ refractory battalions were reformed 
and new ones raised. However, even in the present state of this Force under 
British officers, submission to discipline is extremely defective. The looseness 
of the Genera! * plan it» all its portv—the leaving the charges of the troops at 
large to be regulated by the Nabob, Captain Webber and Mr. Bristow, can only 
be reconciled to reason on a supposition that he extended U as a paftlcnlar 
harvest for Webber—a parasite, with [neither] abilities, [n]or a single good 
quality to recommend him. for 1 reckon not a servile obsequious in the number 
of virtue* that reflect lustre on the human character. This man from his first 
appointment by the General to the period the command was given to Colonel 
Goddard, drew seven thousand rupees in monthly allowances, exclusive of 
the perquisites of his command, which he regulated upon the plan uf the 
Govern or-General's troop of cavalry in Calcutta. This troop has always 
been On an establishment, by the purchase and feeding of the horses, to be 
a provision for the commandant qf it, and to enable him at the end of two 
or three years, to retire with a small competency—it consists of too horse in 
number. The Regiment Captain Webber has put on this fouling he lias 
made 730 strong, he has commanded it two years, and has of course drawn 
perquisites annually to 730 times the amount of the Governor's Body 
Guard. Now if the Body Guard ol 100 men, as I suppose it does, gives 40,000 
rupees per annum to the Commandant, Captain Webber for hi* Regiment 
received a benefit of 3,93,000 repees per annum or fi lacs to the present 
mSlant, exclusive of his 7,000 rupees per mensem, as Brevet Major, Adjutant 
General, Aid^Jt-Camp, etc., etc. Clavcxing, l know, will defend this mulcting 
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of the- Nabob, by tfcr precedent of th* Gove rtlur-deneralS Body Guard 
establishment, but when It is considered, that Mr Webber had 7.00a rupees 
per month pay and allowances, and that the railing, discipluting and regu¬ 
lating ilte expellee of the horse for the Nabob's service was confided to Mm, 
hi* rapacity in injecting the most ocQBfltnic establishment to introduce an 
extravagant one for bis own advantage, will condemn him. Nor wilt the 
plea uf precedent avail Gaverbg k excuse for Ms Injustice to the Nabob, 
and to tiie pubtii aernre with no other view than to (ill itie pockets of his 
creatures- U I am Iruly informed Mr. Webber has made more in bis two 
year?' command of the Nabob's horse, than l have in the course of 19 years 
services in Bengal. The regulations nf the military under the command 
of our officer 1 in the service of the Nabob, having become an objeci of such 
magnitude, the Governor has tamed his thoughts to it for some? months past, 
and I halter my=e!f. in a few days a ptan will be complete, and in readiness 
to lay before the Board. 

A kttor lately received from Mr. Bristow enclosing a state of the 
Nabobs forces, with a very inaccurate estimate of their expense, will show 
you In a striking light, the inattention of tliat gentleman to the only object 
to which he should have been attentive. It exhibits a picture lhar mast at 
once alarm and surprize^ - surprise, because it rs to be understood from bis 
former letters that the Nabob had reduced his military, and checked hk 
cxpeaces by a more economic regulation—and alarm, because inch a body 
as unt hundred and odd thousand troops will not submit tn be defrauded of 
their pay, but will naturally attempt to do themselves justice—under which 
circumstances, we must either be rjoiei spectators of a revolution in 
the Government, or found into the abominable alternative of butchering 
a number of poor soldier* for demanding their right The idea is too horrible 
to dwell upon We must attempt, and, 1 hope, we have timr to avert ihis im¬ 
pending mischief, but a* for Mr* Briitow 1 thick him In executable. He could 
remonstrate loudly and indecently enough to the Nabob an less material 
subjects, and fouliflhb propose the limitation of bis person*! exptnres in 4 
manner that came so near to tin-: condition of the Nabob of Bengal on our first 
acquiring the Dewitt nee, that no wonder he rejected the proposition and 
was filled with distrust, amt this jealousy may, I fear. counteract our best 
intentions, fl k most certain the Nabob * eks all occasions to set this 
Government at variance with Numfi Cawu—and Ids Weakness, brutality, 
md want of every principle, leads ot to think, be may when h ast expected, 
break out into some mad and rash action. It is most certain he is ^ery 
apprehensive of our jntervouse with Nurriff Cawn, and uses every art to 
frustrate the mutual endeavor* of this Government and of Noniff Cawn to 
treat on the terms of a future alliance. He is not such a fool to be blind to 
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the advantages we should draw from such an alliance, and the check it wqii lit 
be upon him, when on a future day lie might mediate ^ blow against the 
English. A chief nf N tariff Cairo's abilities nn his back, in friendship with 
us. will always keep him to his good behaviour. But if he can create 
difference* b' iwrrf. N’umff Cairo , ind our Government, itid draw \'aztUT 
Own to himself. he will have nothing to apprehend, and be al liberty to act 
agaiu°i u* on any favourable occasion. However fair appearances may be 
between onr Governmrot and Nabob, it is not possthle he should regard as 
in any other light than enemies. Thus circumstanced in whatever point of 
view the attempt to bind Nuniff Cairo to us- may he represented by 
Clavering, the attempt is wise and political, hut the difficulties to h« 
surmounted are, I fear, insuperable 

The Government of Madras, apprehe naive of the design* of France, have 
resolved to augment their force by new levies uf native :mops. 1 think they 
have good reason to he 00 their guard, but f flatter myself before my attempt 
»» made by the French Gov from cut on the Carnatic or Bengal the alarm 
will he taken in England, and two regiment? at least ordered to India for 
the protection of your possesions in the Bay Rdiiromr, should the 
Carnatic or Bengal be invaded by a force of 10,000 Europeans, they wifi 
shake the power of the English in the Earl, and If they do not entirely 
subvert it, must in all probability give it such a blow a* it will never recover. 
Report speaks largely of the French military strength at tin Island*, and 
under the denomination nf mariners to the French ships* now in the river of 
Bengal, wc have seen upwards of 2,000 Europeans at Chan dor n ago re. It 
behoves the Government of England 10 be watchful for the safety of this 
rich kingdom, and not con fid* too much in the native forces, which at present 
constitute its greatest strength, for, be assured, they will fall you In the time 
of extremity against an European enemy. 

The distractions in the Mahralta State appear to have past their crises, 
and the Government of the ministi rs to be established Siid&$liaw Row or 
SudAboy has been defeated, and taken prisoner, and Rogonaut Row has fled 
and taken protection once more at Bombay. What consequences may attend 
the receiving of Rogonaut Row, time will disclose, 1 apprehend the worst 
if the tactions in that Government unite, and the best, if they continue 
divided and quarrel ting amongst themselves. I can neither condemn or 
approve the conduct of Bombay on this occasion, as I am ignorant of the 
policy that determined it.
